HILE MR. MACKENZIE KING'S REF- | 

erence to “circumstances in other parts 
of the world and... great matters of state” | 
with which he punctuated his speech in the 
House of Commons before prorogation on 
Wednesday may not be followed by any- 
thing immediately sensational, the situation 
which the Russians have brought about in 
Berlin is a challenge to the other three 
occupying powers that they obviously can- 
not afford to ignore. And because Cana- 
dians are and henceforward will be con- | 
cerned with the future conduct of the | 
Soviet Union it is time for our people to 
stand up and be counted. In our midst are 
those who almost- worship the men of the 
Kremlin and try to persuade us that 190,- 
000,000 Muscovites live and have their being 
in the only true democratic nation, 

One or two newspaper columnists, living | 
on the fat of the Dominion, likewise find 
it difficult to discover much right with the 
western nations, but are lavish in their apol- 
ogies for Russia’s actions in response to 
what they call outside pressure from the j 
capitalist nations.. Nobody with a grain of 
commonsense would seek to prohibit free- 
dom of expression in Canada or elsewhere. 
This privilege is denied only in authoritar- 
ian lands and is abused by some commenta- 
tors in such bounteously endowed parts of 
the world as our own, It never seems 
occur to them that when they preen them- | 
selves and declaim their detestation of “Fas- 
cism,” or “monopolistic capitalism’—the | 
term which Moscow conveniently uses to de 
ride nations where men and women can call 
their governments names without the pros- | 
pect of an early morning appearance before 
a firing squad—and parrot Stalin’s protesta- 
tions of peaceful intent, they are giving 
eloquent lip-service to a crude philosophy 
following techniques fathered by Hitler and 
Mussolini and their ilk. 

Almost from the day Russia's represen- 
tatives returned to their homeland after the 
San Francisco Conference three years ago 
the Politburo’s basic policy seems to have 
been one of general obstruction. Mr. Gro- | 
myko has uséd the veto in the Security | 
Council more than a couple of dozen times. 
Mr. Molotov has baulked at almost every 
reasonable proposal to settle peace terms 
for Austria. and ‘Germany. The time has 
now arrived, however, for the three western 
democracies to let the men of the Kremlin | 
know that any hope of appeasement in the | 
mame of peace is entirely out ,of the ques- 
tion. Further surrender would, as Labor's 
London Daily Herald says editorially today, 
“encourage new pretensions.” 

In other words, it took the peace-loving 
nations of the world a long time to discover 
the jmpossibility of doing business with | 
Hitler, and it was then too late, The march 
of events in recent months has demon- 
strated fairly conclusively that Stalin 
ready to do business with the democracies 
on one consideration only, that his formula 
and his formula alone shall govern all trans: 
actions. If the present ticklish and delicate 
situation prevailing in Berlin should con- 
tinue to deteriorate, therefore, the blame 
will rest squarely with the men the 
Kremlin,

N ITS CURRENT ISSUE THE RED 

Cross publication, “Despatch,” makes the 
significant statement that drowning claims 
an average of 1,000 lives annually in Can- 
ada.

[THE 125,000 children “deprived of nornial | 

home life with their own parents or | 
relatives” who were the subject of the 
Curtis report are but the extreme repre- 
sentatives of a much larger class of children 
in: distress. The National Society for the 
Prevention of -Cruelty to Children deals 
annually with cases involving over 40,000 
families with more than 100,000 children, 
and these cases are in turn but a fraction— 
some experts say a fifth or even less—of 


the instances of cruelty, still more of graye ! 


neglect or mismanagement of children, 
which occur and ought to be of concern to 
the public authorities. 


(THE NECESSARY SEQUEL to the ‘Curtis 

report, which begins at the point of 
complete rupture between the ill-treated or | 
uncontrollable child and its parents, is a | 
| survey of what might be done earlier to 
prevent the rupture from occurring.

Rate Raise Demand 


“We have not broken faith in 
making application for a fare in- 
crease,” W. C. Mainwaring, vice- 
president of the B.C. Electric 
Railway Co. told members of Oak 
Bay council when he and Harold 
Husband, Vancouver Island 
Coach Lines Ltd, managing dire?- 
tor, met with the councillors 


| Wednesday evening to discuss the 


fare increase sought by the trans: 
portation companies, 

Mr. Mainwaring defended the 
right of the transportation com- 
pahies to seek a higher fare. “It 
is definitely stated in the fran- 
chise that we may apply for an 
increase,” he told the council, 

He said that his company was 
operating on a 35 per cent load 
capacity in Victoria, while it 
would be necessary for the com- 
pany to operate on a 70 per cent 
load capacity to gain a reason- 
able return. 

He pointed out that 50 per cent 
of the Victorians who ride the 
buses live within walking dis- 
tance of the city centre and that 
many of those who either became 
fused to walking or arranged to 
get rides from firends as a result 
of the street railwaymen’s strike 
last November, were still using 


either method to get. to work. | 


However, a great majority want 
bus transportation back home 
and this, he explained, has re 
sulted in overcrowding. 


MINORITY MAKING FUSS 


In discussing the question ot 
passes, Mr. Mainwaring asserted 
that a vociferous minority was 
making the most fuss about the 
elimination of the $1 weekly pass 

He argued that pass-holders 
were riding the buses for three 
or four cents a trip, with the 
result that the ticket and cash 
fare customers had to make up 
the difference. 

He also charged that nany 
pass-holders were allowing others 
to use their pass and said the 
company estimated there were 
as many as 26.7 to 30 rides taken 
on one pass, Insistence that the 
pass be r€tained could only result 
in a further increase in the ticket 
price, he asserted 

He pointed out to the council 
lors that the company had talked 
against passes. during franchise 
discussions with civic officials, 
arguing even then that the idea 
was financially unsound 

He estimated that 10 per cent 
of, the 50,000 persons using the 
transportation ‘system over any 
given period were using the 
weekly passes 
OVERCROWDING

During Last Minutes Of Session 


OTTAWA (CP)—Attention of 
the nation was turned on the 
forthcoming Liberal national con- 
vention here which will name a 
successor to Prime Minister 
King, during the closing sitting 
of the Parliament. 

The session ended at 11.50 
p.m, Wednesday—10 minutes be- 
fore Canada’s Sist birthday. 

Prime Minister King intro- 
duced the topic in the House 
when he declared “without any 
reservation” that he would not 
be Liberal leader or Prime Min- 
ister at the next session. He'd be 
the private member from the On- 
tario cpnstituency of Glengarry. 

Of. course—to be on the safe 
side—he did concede that world 
“circumstances” might force him 
to remain in office. That was 
interpreted as a reference to the 
possibility of war. But he made 
it clear that, barring some “un- 
usual emergency, he would hand 
over the prime ministership to 
the new leader within a few “odd 
weeks” or a month of two after 
the August convention. 

Unsettled world conditions 
were the keynote of the Speech 
From the Throne, read by Chief 
Justice Rinfret, deputy governor- 
general, at the end of the proro- 
gation ceremony in the Senate 
chamber. 

“Instead of the closer co-opera- 
tion which had been hoped for 
between all nations, the cleavage 
between certain nations of 
eastern Europe and nations of 
the western world has bepme in- 
creasingly marked,” said the 
speech,

Rules Tightened Up 
For B.C. Guides 


The provincial government has 
rewritten regulations made under 
the Game Act governing registra- 
tions of guides. The fees for reg- 
istering are raised and the quali 
fications made stiffer. 

Under the latest regulations, ap- 
proved by orderin-council, the 
three classes of guides are one, 
two and three, instead of the old 
A. B and C. 

To qualify as a first class guide 
@ person must have served in 
B.C, as a guide for three years 
during the last 10 years and must 
have suitable equipment for out- 
fitting any person desiring to 
hunt, Previously charged $10 for 
certification, a person to receive 
a first class guides’ license now 
must pay $15. 

Second class guides also must 
have served for three years as a 
guide during the past 10 years 
but he does not have to have the 
equipment for outfitting that a 
first class guide does. His regis. 
tration fee is $10, double what it 
was previously. 

Class three guides are to be 
known as assistant guides and 
may act as a guide in the huntine 
of game birds or in angling for 
trout and, when employed by or 
under the supervision of a first 
or second to guide 
big game hunts? The registration 
fee third class cuides is in 
creased from $3 to $5

A healthy baby usually begins 
establish control be- 
tween one and years old 
When the baby nine 10 
months old it car. placed for 
short periods on the “potty.” This 
should be done at first with the 
child lying down as it-is not yet 
able to sit up safely 

Most infants begin to catch on 
to the idea quickly, especially if 
praise is given when the desired 
results occur. The “potty” should 
he used regularly at the same 
time of day, usually after the 
first morning meal. Neither the 
mother nor the baby should Be 
worn out by it up too 
long if success is not achieved 

The infant enjoys cleanliness 
and appreciates the praise re- 
ceived. The parents should not 
show irritability when the infant 
fails as this may merely 
the baby worse and delay bowel 
control. Once it has been estab- 
lished and the child is. a little 
older, the responsibility for the 
bowels should be placed on the

PATENTLY SMARTING under a sense of injustice inspired 
by the current campaign against the high cost of living, 
a farmer's wife writes about her own pet peeves, so I am 
using part of her letter because I think there. is justification 
for what she says. 

Declaring that she and her husband have an average herd 
of cows, “some better, more Worse,” my correspondent points 
out that for years now farm produce has been sold below 
world prices and below parity prices, 

During the war the government decreed that the cost of 
living must be kept down, but it was only the cost of food- 
stuffs that were kept to a minimum, she recalls. 

BEER AND BREAD 

LOTHING PRICES WENT skyhigh, boots and shoes the 

same—for farmers as well as for other folks. Her letter 
continues: 

“Shows are expensive, so are beer, cars, cigarettes and 
home furnishings, but we never hear a Complaint about 
these. But let the price of bread, butter, meat, milk or eggs 
go up a cent or two, and a deputation is sent to Ottawa to 
ask the government to do somethi&tg about it. 

“We on the farms would like cheaper bathroom .fixtures, 
pressure cookers, refrigerators, electric stoves and the other 
things that city dwellers consider necessities. But we know 
only too well that there would be no use sending a deputa- 
tion to Ottawa to ask the government to do something 
about that :

T IKE MARI \IN on the weather, this rural woman says 
everyone complains about the high cost of living but no- 

anything about it. Yet, she says, they have a

“Anyone with a backyard larger than space enough for 
a clothesline can spade up a few feet of ground for a garden. 
Thus with a few cents spent on seed, a few hours a week 
on a hoe handle will give a family fresh vegetables, fresher 
than they can buy in a store all summer.
